Time Running out on Daylight Saving Foes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
law requiring all states to ob­ 
serve daylight saving time goes 
Into effect April 1, but 18 House 
members are fighting a last- 
ditch battle to win exemptions. 
They have introduced bills to 
alter, in various ways, the law 
putting all of the nation’s clocks 
one hour ahead of regular time 
from the last Sunday in April to 
the last Sunday in October ev­ 
ery year. 


But there seems little pros­ 
pect for action on any of the 
proposals by April 1. The House 
Commerce Committee, 
which 
has Jurisdiction over such legis­ 
lation, has no hearings sched­ 
uled. 
under the new law, any state 
may exempt Itself from daylight 


saving time, but only if it ex­ 
empts the entire state. None has 
acted so far, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission 
re­ 
ports. 


The law poses special prob­ 
lems tor 12 states which are in 
more than one time zone. 


In Michigan, tor example, the 
Upper and Lower peninsulas 
are in different time zones but 
have managed to stay on the 
same time by keeping the Up­ 
per Peninsula on Central Day­ 
light Time and the Lower Pen­ 
insula 
on 
Eastern 
Standard 
Time. 
Under the new law. the state 
would be breaking the law for 
maintaining the present ar­ 
rangement. 
So tour Michigan House mem* 


bers, Republican Reps. Gerald 
R. Ford, Charles Chamberlain, 
Philip E . Ruppe and James 
Harvey, have introduced pro­ 
posals to permit any state to put 
all of Itself into one time zone. 


Rep. 
J . Edward Roush, a 
Democrat from Indiana — an­ 
other state split by two time 
zones — wants to make it possi­ 
ble for part of a state to be ex­ 
empted from daylight saving 
time. A similar proposal was 
passed by the Senate last year 
but rejected by the House. 


Other states in more than 
one time zone are Kentucky, 
Tennessee, North Dakota, South 
D a k o t a , Florida, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Idaho, Utah and Ore­ 
gon. 
Kentucky also has another 


problem, and all seven of its 
congressmen have tried to meet 
it. The legislature has not been 
in session to keep the state on 
standard time, and Gov. Ed­ 
ward L . Breathitt has refused to 
oall a special session. 
So Democratic Reps. John 
Watts, Carl D.Perkins, William

Five bills, all introduced by 
conservative 
Midwesterners, 
would limit daylight saving time 
to the period from Memorial 
Day to Labor Day, chopping off 
one month at the start and sev­

The Senate Ethics Committee 
has painstakingly tracked down 
financial records proving our 
charge 
that Dodd pocketed 
thousands of dollars in cam­ 
paign contributions. One com­ 
mittee source estimates that the 
senator diverted about $500,000 
from his campaign treasury to 
his personal use. 
This is six times more than 
the $80,000 in political funds 
that Bobby Baker was convicted 
of taking without reporting the 
extra income on his 
tax re­ 
turns. Dodd also neglected to 
pay taxes on the campaign funds 
he stuffed in his own pockets. 
Last year, Dodd asked the 
Senate Ethics Committee 
to 
investigate our charges 
and 
offered his full cooperation. 
Obviously, he expected his col­ 
leagues 
to 
whitewash 
the 
charges and clear his name. 
When he discovered that the 
committee was seriously dig­ 
ging into the evidence, he tried 
to block the investigation that 
he, himself, had requested. He 
argued 
behind closed doors 
that the committee had 
no 
jurisdiction to investigate his 
finances, thus taking the curious 
position that the committee had 
no right to do what he had asked 
it to do.

Asked about his participation

testimonial dinners for Dodd, 
President Johnson told a press

I alsoleft with Jim Gart- 
land (another staff 
member)

plained in a letter to Dodd: “I 
was much surprised at the few 
leads to come from the office. 
I am sure that enough con­ 
cerns have had favors from 
the office that should 
have 
given us another 25 tables.” 
Note: Though the senate is 
going ahead with its own gain­ 
ful probe, it is hampering the 
justice department's

gation of Dodd by permitting 
him to remain an active mem­ 
ber of the judiciary committee.

New Tactic

Washington, D.C.: — A tough 
veteran who faced the flak in 
the Sicilian, 
Italian

rican campaigns, 
has just 
plunged right smack in 
the 
middle of what has been billed 
as a massive drive against the 
organized crime 
syndicates. 
He’s the unpublicized seven- 
term, 49-year-old south Flori­ 
da Congressman,

him­ 
self now with his

What is our gov­ 
ernment’s problem — that will 
be our committee’s problem. 
It is not the unearthing — it 
is the coping with it. 
In ef­ 
fect, why are we outnumbered 
and outmaneuvered?” 
From other sources 
it is 
learned that the subcommittee 
wants to know; why there are 
but six or seven Justice Dept, 
men in the special “ labor unit;” 
why there is a paucity of law­ 
yers in the criminal division; 
why only two of the 1,000 mur­ 
ders (the 1,000th killing oc­ 
curred on Feb. 22nd) in Chi­ 
cago have been solved; why 
none of the 42 Boston slay­ 
ings have been cracked. Ob­

book, insisting Illinois fire the 
three coaches or suffer the con­ 
sequences. 
However, Illinois insisted be­ 
fore the faculty representatives 
that it was only appealing the 
decision of the athletic direc­ 
tors and not appealing the order 
to "show cause’* why its con­ 
ference membership should not 
be suspended or terminated for 
failure to fire the coaches. 
Illinois* action gained the uni­ 
versity two weeks in which to 
decide the status of football 
Coach Pete Elliott, basketball 
Coach Harry Combes and as­ 
sistant basketball Coach Howie 
Braun. 
The faculty group said that on 
or before March 17, Illinois 
must respond to Big Ten Com­ 
missioner Bill Reed concern- 
these questions: 


— Will the university retain on 
its athletic staff coaches Elliott, 
Combes and Braun? If the an­ 
swer is "no” the case is closed. 
— If the answer is "yes” as 
concerns any of the coaches, 
will you discuss with the com­ 
missioner dates convenient for 
a hearing at which the uni­ 
versity is invited to show cause 
why its membership in the con­ 
ference should not be suspended 
or terminated? 
However, Plant said he could 
not comment on any possible 
punishment from the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association, 
which figures to step into the 
case once the Big Ten has com­ 
pleted its action. 
Meanwhile, in Champaign, Dr. 
David D. Henry, president of 
the university, said he was 
"shocked” by the decision of the 
faculty representatives. 
Dr. Henry, who revealed the 
slush fund to the Big Ten in mid- 
December when he first learned 
about it, said he would have no 
further comment until he stud­ 
ied the report and met with 
other university officers and 
groups concerned. 
Dr. Henry previously 
has 
gone to bat for the three coach­ 
es. If and when Illinois decides 
to "show cause” why it believes 
the punishment is "too harsh,” 
it is expected that the university 
will base its case on the fact it 
acted swiftly and revealed its 
own findings.

Why do our soils In this area 
need lime so badly? Actually

principal reasons. First, 
our 
soil in this area 
are basidy 
acid 
by nature 
as 
is indi­ 
cated that even “newground** 
soils often need considerable 
lime. Secondly, the increased 
use of acid • farming fertili­ 
zers Is pretty rapidly increas­ 
ing our need for lim e. Final­ 
ly, b7 
the same token 
that 
we have Increased the 
use of 
fertilizer, we have Increased 
crop yields which. 
In 
turn, 
has increased 
lime removal 
from the soil. 
The use of lime is 
basic 
to any fertility program. Re­ 
gardless of how much fertilizer 
we apply, the extent to which 
we increase crop yields will de­ 
pend upon how well the soil is 
limed. Lets take a brief look 
at some of the ways that Ume 
helps to increase crop yields.

Rural Coops 
WASHINGTON - A rapidly 
changing and developing rural 
America requires 
a 
new fi­ 
nancing pattern for rural elec­ 
tric and telephone 
systems, 
says Norman M. Clapp, 
ad­ 
ministrator of the Rural Elec­ 
trification Administration, 
of 
Hie department of agriculture. 
Clapp estimates that 
rural 
electric systems wUl need $8 
billion at new capital In the 
next 15 
years, or 
$2 billion 
more than the $6 billion con­ 
gress authorized in the first 31 
fiscal years of the program. 
Clapp says a new financing 
pattern, geared 
to meet 
the 
needs of a changing, developing 
rural America is now a prime 
requirement 
for the REA-fl- 
nanced systems. He noted that 
supplemental financing legisla­ 
tion that would amend the Rural 
Electrification Act has 
been 
introduced in the congress as 
a means of using private capi­ 
tal 
to help meet 
future 
needs of the systems. The pro­ 
posed legislation would create 
a credit ladder which would 
permit the systems to progress 
from their present almost com­ 
plete dependence on two per 
cent financing to eventual re- 
liance on private financing at 
market rates. 
A bill has been introduced 
in Congress to establish 
a 
rural electric 
credit system 
patterned along the lines of the 
farm credit 
system. Uhder 
this plan, the federal govern­ 
ment would invest $50 million 
a year (from 
repayments on 
existing REA loans) over a 15- 
year period in a rural electric 
bank for a total of $750 
mil­ 
lion. Electric co • ops which 
borrow from the bank would 
also Invest in it 
and, as co­ 
op capital increases, 
govern­ 
ment 
funds 
would be repaid 
until all the government capi­ 
tal is retired. Co - ops would 
then own and control the bank. 
As the bank’s capital is build­ 
ing, it would borrow money on 
the open market and relend it 
to electric co • ops. Interest 
rates would be pegged 
at no 
more 
than tour per cent for 
intermediate loans and cost of 
•«pen- market • money for the 
other loan, termed 
develop­ 
mental loans.

growth. 
Farm people 
have 
learned 
much about fertilizers 
and 
plant 
nutrition in 10 years. 
It Is probable 
that the 10 
to 15 per cent of crop pro­ 
ducers have the best under­ 
standing. 
However, there are 
still 
large numbers 
that 
seem to have so little knowl­ 
edge of plant 
nutrient re­ 
quirements 
that 
they may 
purchase products - at 
an 
outrageous price - that are of 
little or no value. The failure 
to receive value from these so 
called “ soil enrichers** 
that 
are intimated 
to be fertili­ 
zers - has a harmful effect 
on the fertilizer industry.

number of these materials are 
offered for sale in 
southeast 
Missouri.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
law requiring all states to ob­ 
serve daylight saving time goes 
M o effect April 1, but 18 House 
members are fighting a last- 
ditch battle to win exemptions. 
They have Introduced bills to 
alter, in various ways, the law 
putting all of the nation's clocks 
one hour ahead of regular time 
from the last Sunday in April to 
the last Sunday In October ev­ 
ery year. 


But there seem s little pros­ 
pect for action on any of the 
proposals by April 1. The House 
Commerce Committee, 
which 
has jurisdiction over such legis­ 
lation, has no hearings sched­ 
uled. 
Under the new law, any state 
may exempt Itself from daylight 


saving time, but only if it ex­ 
empts the entire state. None has 
acted so far, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission 
re­ 
ports. 


The law poses special prob­ 
lems for 12 states which are In 
more than one time zone. 


In Michigan, for example, the 
Upper and Lower peninsulas 
are in different time zones but 
have managed to stay on the 
same time by keeping the Up­ 
per Peninsula on Central Day­ 
light Time and the Lower Pen­ 
insula 
on 
Eastern 
Standard 
Time. 
Under the new law, the state 
would be breaking the law by 
maintaining 
the 
present ar­ 
rangement. 
So four Michigan House mem­ 


bers, Republican Reps. Gerald 
R. Ford, Charles Chamberlain, 
Philip E. Ruppe and James 
Harvey, have Introduced pro­ 
posals to permit any state to put 
all of itself into one time zone. 


Rep. 
J. Edward Roush, a 
Democrat from Indiana — an­ 
other state split by two time 
zones — wants to make it possi­ 
ble for part of a state to be ex­ 
empted from daylight saving 
time. A similar proposal was 
passed by the Senate last year 
but rejected by the House. 


Other states in more than 
one time zone are Kentucky, 
Tennessee, North Dakota, South 
D a k o t a , Florida, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Idaho, Utah and Ore­ 
gon. 
Kentucky also lias another 


problem, and all seven of its 
congressmen have tried to meet 
it. The legislature has not been 
in session to keep the state on 
standard time, and Gov. Ed- 
tttrd L . Breathitt has refused to 
ceil a special session. 
So Democratic Reps. John 
Watts, Carl D.Perkins, William 
H. Natcher, and Frank Stubble­ 
field and Republican Reps. Wil­ 
liam O. Cowger, Tim Lee C art­

. troduced bills to automatically 
exempt Kentucky, in effect, un­ 
til one i ttguiar legislative ses­ 
sion has passed.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
law requiring all states to ob­ 
serve daylight saving time goes 
Into effect April I, but 18 House 
members are fighting a last- 
ditch buttle to win exemptions. 
They have introduced bills to 
alter, in various ways. the law 
putting all of the nation's clocks 
one hour ahead of regular time 
from the last Sunday in April to 
the last Sunday In October ev­ 
ery year. 
But there seems little pros­ 
pect for action on any uf the 
proposals by April I. Tile House 
Commerce Committee, 
which 
lies jurisdiction over such legis­ 
lation, has no hearings sched­ 
uled. 
Under the new law, any state 
may exempt Itself from daylight 


saving time, but only lf it ex­ 
empts the entire state.

The law poses special prob­ 
lems for 12 states which are in 
more than Ute time zone.

SAIGON (AP) — A UJS. Air 
Force F4C Phantom Jet was 
downed over North Vietnam 
Friday night and Its two crew­ 
men are missing, a UJS. mili­ 
tary spokesman announced to­ 
day. 
The plane was the 477th re­ 
ported lost over the north. 
The loss came as bad weather 
held American pilots to 79 
strikes over the north, but Air 
Force bombers sank a 200-foot 
motorized barge described as a 
"military vessel" and eight oth­ 
er barges In one of the heaviest 
blows at enemy shipping of the 
war. 
The UJS. Command also re­ 
ported that eight American in­ 
fantrymen were wounded today 
when an artillery shell prema­ 
turely detonated only 30 yards 
from the cannon's muzzle. The

occurred 43 miles 
southwest of Kontum. 
American artillery mistakenly 
shelled civilian areas in two 
separate instances this week, 
killing six Vietnamese civilians 
and wounding 26, the military 
disclosed. 
The announcement came on 
the heels of reports that as yet 
an unidentified pair of Jet bomb­ 
ers rn istakenly bombed a refu­ 
gee - clogged 
pro-government 
village Thursday. A Vietnamese 
spokesman 
said 95 civilians 
were killed and 200 wounded. 
The UJS. Command said revised 
figures showed 83 killed and 175 
wounded.

When he discovered that the 
committee was seriously dig­ 
ging into the evidence, he tried 
to block the investigation that 
he, himself, had requested. He 
argued 
behind closed 
doors 
that the committee had 
no 
jurisdiction 
to investigate his 
finances, thus taking the curious 
position that the committee had 
no light to do what he had asked 
it to do. 
He also refused to turn over 
to the committee the financial 
records 
he 
had 
promised. 
Despite every obstruction he 
could 
raise, the 
committee 
voted 
to go ahead with the in­ 
s t i g a t i o n . _ 
____ 
^ , 
Dodd's next tactic was to seek 


affidavits from his 
contribu­ 
tors swearing: “ I donated funds 
to Senator Dodd. . . They were 
not intended as a political con­ 
tribution.” 


Those who sign the 
affi­ 
davits, however, may run the 
risk of perjury. For the com­ 
mittee has recovered some of 
the solicitation letters, 
which 
definitely requested “ campaign 
contributions.” 


LETTER TO LBJ 
Dodd also wrote a letter on 
August 5, 1963, to Lyndon John­ 
son, then Vice Prsident, asking 
to appear at the 1963 fund-rais­ 
ing affair. 
“ Allow 
me 
to thank 
you 
again,” wrote Dodd, “ for your 
generous offer to come to Con­ 
necticut 
to assist 
me in my 
forthcoming campaign. . . I 
wish I could 
convey to you 
how enthusiastic everyone is 
about your visit and how much 
it will assist me in getting my 
campaign drive under way.” 


Asked about his participation 
in both the 1961 
and 1963 
testimonial dinners for Dodd, 
President Johnson told a press 
conference on April 22,1966: “ I 
have no information about any 
dinner held for anyone to obtain 
funds for personal use; none I 
have ever attended that I knew 
were being held for that pur­ 
pose.” 
The senator's 
own 
sworn 
reports to the 
state of 
Con­ 
necticut list 
his personal ex. 
penditures from the testimonial 
funds 
as 
“ campaign 
ex­ 
penses.” 
For example, Dodd reported 
an $8,509 payment to Edward 
Lockett 
for “ preparation 
of 
campaign literature.” Lockett 
was 
actually paid tp ghost­ 
write a book for the senator, 
who pocketed the advance royal­ 
ty. The book 
was never is- 
sued 
as “ campaign litera­ 
ture,” and Lockett was paid by 
check drawn on the testim onial, 
dinner account. 
Dodd even listed as “ cam­ 
paign expenses” $579 to Sch­ 
neider's for “ campaign lunch­ 
eons” and $221.75 to the con­ 
gressional 
country 
club for 
“ political 
meetings.” 
Sch­ 
neider's turned out to be the 
liquor store where Dodd buys 
booze, and the bills from the 
country club show the entire 
$221.75 was spent by Dodd's 
family for swimming and snack.

incredibly difficult by the supreme

Ernesto Miranda himself has been convicted 
of kidnaping and rape charges after his first 
conviction 
was 
overturned by

The supreme court said that police had “ plenty 
of evidence to convict Miranda without using 
his confession in court.” 
Superior Court Judge Laurance Wren, who 
presided at the second trial, said that he would 
have been forced to dism iss the charges against 
Miranda at Phoenix if it had not been for the 
testimony of the accused man’s common-law 
wife.

faculty group went by the rule 
book, insisting Illinois fire the 
three coaches or suffer the con­ 
sequences. 
However, Illinois insisted be­ 
fore the faculty representatives 
that it was only appealing the 
decision of the athletic direc­ 
tors and not appealing the order 
to “ show cause” why its con­ 
ference membership should not 
be suspended or terminated for 
failure to fire the coaches. 
Illinois’ action gained the uni­ 
versity two weeks in which to 
decide the status of football 
Coach Pete Elliott, basketball 
Coach Harry Combes and as­ 
sistant basketball Coach Howie 
Braun. 
The faculty group said that on 
or before March 17, Illinois 
must respond to Big Ten Com­ 
missioner Bill Reed concern- 
these questions: 


- Will the university retain on 
its athletic staff coaches Elliott, 
Combes and Braun? If the an­ 
swer is “ no” the case is closed. 
— If the answer is “yes” as 
concerns any of the coaches, 
will you discuss with the com­ 
missioner dates convenient for 
a hearing at which the uni­ 
versity is invited to show cause 
why its membership in the con­ 
ference should not be suspended 
or terminated? 
However, Plant said he could 
not comment on any possible 
punishment from the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association, 
which figures to step into the 
case once the Big Ten has com­ 
pleted its action. 
Meanwhile, in Champaign, Dr. 
David D. Henry, president of 
the university, said he was 
“ shocked” bythedectsionofthe 
faculty representatives. 
Dr. Henry, who revealed the 
slush fund to the Big Ten in mid- 
December when he first learned 
about it, said he would have no 
further comment until he stud­ 
ied the report and met with 
other university officers and 
groups concerned. 
Dr. Henry previously 
has 
gone to bat for the three coach­ 
es. If and when Illinois decides 
to “ show cause” why it believes 
the punishment is “ too harsh,” 
it is expected that the university 
will base its case on the fact it 
acted swiftly and revealed its 
own findings.

However, Illinois Insisted be­ 
fore the faculty representatives 
that it was only appealing the 
decision of the athletic direc­ 
tors and not appeal tag the order 
to “ show cause” why its con­ 
ference memliership snould not 
be suspended or terminated for 
failure to fire the coaches. 
Illinois’ action gained the uni­ 
versity two weeks ta which to 
decide the status of football 
Coach Pete Elliott, basketball 
Coach Harry Comics and as­ 
sistant basketball Coach Howie 
Braun. 
The Acuity group said that on 
or before March 17, Illinois 
must respond to Big Ten Com­ 
missioner Bill Reed concern- 
these questions: 


— Will the university retain on 
its athletic staff coaches Elliott, 
Combes and Braun? If the an­ 
swer is “no” the case is closed. 
— If the answer is “ yes” as 
concerns any of the coaches, 
will you discuss with the com­ 
missioner dates convenient for 
a hearing at which the uni­ 
versity is invited to show cause 
why its membership in the con­ 
ference should not be suspended 
or terminated? 
However, Plant said he could 
not comment on any possible 
punishment from the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association, 
which figures to step into the 
case once the Big Ten has com­ 
pleted its action. 
Meanwhile, in Champaign, Dr. 
David D. Henry, president of 
the university, said he was 
“ shocked” by the decision of the 
faculty representatives.

might need lime badly. 
Consequently, it would behoove 
farmers to begin making plans 
to get4his job done now.

using counties in the state. A 
county • wide lime survey con­ 
ducted in 1962 showed that 80 
to 85 percent of our 
crop­ 
land 
need 
lime badly. A 
summary of all soil samples 
tested from the county in 1963 
and 1964 
showed that 68 per­ 
cent erf the fields involved rep­ 
resenting 126,000 acres needed 
lime badly. 
Why do our soils in this area 
need lime so badly? Actually 
there 
are 
at least 
three 
principal reasons. First, our 
soil in this area 
are basidy 
acid 
by nature 
as is indi­ 
cated that even 
soils often need 
lime. Secondly, the increased 
use of acid • farming fertili­ 
zers is pretty rapidly increas­ 
ing our need for lime. Final­ 
ly, by 
the same token that 
we have increased the use of 
fertilizer, we have increased 
crop yields which, 
in turn, 
has increased 
lime removal 
from the soil. 
The use of lime is 
basic 
to any fertility program. Re­ 
gardless erf how much fertilizer 
we apply, the extent to which 
we increase crop yields will de­ 
pend upon how well the soil is 
limed. Lets take a brief look 
at some of the ways that lime 
helps to increase crop yields. 
First, lime supplies calcium, 
and if it is dolomltic (red)lime, 
it supplies 
magnesium. Both 
calcium and 
magnesium is 
used as plant food Just 
as 
nitrogen, phosphate, and pot­ 
ash, are used as plant foods. 
Secondly, lime increases the 
availability of phosphate. When 
the soil acidity increases to a 
certain extent; the phosphate in 
the soil or that applied 
in 
fertilizer reacts with iron and 
aluminum in the soil to form 
insoluable forms of phosphate 
which are not available to 
plants. When you apply tholime 
needed by the soil, you cor­ 
rect this situation and make 
the phospnate available again. 
Thirdly, lime assists in the 
release of nitrogen from or­ 
ganic 
matter and 
manures 
thereby making more nitrogen 
available from the soil. Lime 
also assists in the production 
of nitrogen from the air 
by 
legume corps. 
Finally, lime counteracts or 
neutralizes the acidity result­ 
ing from the use of acid -form­ 
ing 
fertilizers. Soils 
spe­ 
cialists at the Uhl versity of Mis­ 
souri say that about five pounds 
of agricultural lime is 
re­ 
quired to neutralize the acidity 
. resulting from the application 
of one pound of actual nitro­ 
gen. 
As you can 
see, it is neces­ 
sary that we satisfy the soils 
for lime if 
we expect to get 
maximum 
benefits from the 
fertilizers that we use. 
Of 
course, the basic reason 
for 


using lime is that it is a pay­ 
ing proposition.. Experimental 
work 
conducted at the Uni­ 
versity 
of Missouri showed 
that corn yields 
were in­ 
creased 40 bushels per acre 
and wheat yields 
were 
in­ 
creased 20 bushels per acre 
over a five year period where 
both 
fertilizer 
and lime was 
applied as compared to the use 
of fertilizer alone.

Rural Coops 
WASHINGTON - A rapidly 
changing and developing rural 
America requires 
a 
new fi­ 
nancing pattern for rural elec­ 
tric and telephone 
systems, 
says Norman M. Clapp, 
ad­ 
ministrator of the Rural Elec­ 
trification Administration, 
of 
the department of agriculture. 
Clapp estimates that 
rural 
electric systems will need $8 
billion of new capital in the 
next 15 years, or 
$2 billion 
more than the $6 billion con­ 
gress authorized in the first 31 
fiscal years of the program. 
Clapp says a new financing 
pattern, geared 
to meet 
the 
needs of a changing, developing 
rural America is now a prime 
requirement 
for the RE A.-fi­ 
nanced systems. He noted that 
supplemental financing legisla­ 
tion that would amend the Rural 
Electrification Act has 
been 
introduced in the congress as 
a means of using private capi- 
tal 
to help meet 
future 
needs of the systems. The pro­ 
posed legislation would create 
a credit ladder which would 
permit the systems to progress 
from their present almost com­ 
plete dependence on two per 
cent financing to eventual re- 
liance on private financing at 
market rates. 
A bill has been introduced 
in Congress to establish 
a 
rural electric 
credit system 
patterned along the lines of the 
farm credit 
system. Uhder 
this plan, the federal govern­ 
ment would invest $50 million 
a year (from 
repayments on 
existing REA loans) over a 15- 
year period in a rural electric 
bank for a total of $750 mil­ 
lion. Electric co • ops which 
borrow from the bank would 
also invest in it and, as co­ 
op capital increases, govern­ 
ment 
funds 
would be repaid 
until all the government capi­ 
tal is retired. Co - ops would 
then own and control the bank. 
As the bank’s capital is build­ 
ing, it would borrow money on 
the open market and r el end it 
to electric co • ops. Interest 
rates would be pegged at no

“ Missouri has made good pro­ 
gress in its fight against hog 
cholera,” said Dr. George C. 
Stiles, state veterinarian, and 
Dr. L. F. Van Gorder, federal 
veterinarian in charge. “But 
wo cannot stop now. Hog pro­ 
ducers must continue to “Sus­ 
pect Cholera 
First” 
and re­ 
port any suspicious hog ill­ 
nesses to their veterinarians 
at once,” the 
officials 
ad­ 
vised.

CARUTHERSVILLE 
Herbi- 
cides to control weeds In cot­ 
ton, com, and soybeans have 
been a boon to Delta Farmers; 
however these excellent tools 
do have limitations. It is well 
that we become familiar with 
these limitations when planning 
weed control for 1967. 
In the case of recommended 
herbicide for corn, we 
have 
atrazine as a post • emergent 
and Ramrod as apre-ernergent 
to consider. Label restrictions 
for atrazine state that a post­ 
emergence application cannot 
be made later than three weeks 
following corn planting. In con­ 
nection with this limitation, rec­ 
ommendations 
state 
that ap­ 
plication should be made before 
weeds are IV2 inches in height. 
In the case of Ramrod, corn 
treated with this pre-emergent 
cannot be used for silage nor 
can It be grazed by livestock 
following harvest. 
Commonly used soybean her­ 
bicides have some limitations, 
too. Amiben treated beans can­ 
not 
be grazed by livestock or 
fed as forage. Ramrod has 
a 
limitation when used on soy­ 
beans in that the beans cannot 
be 
marketed in 
commercial 
channels. The beans can 
be 
used for planting purposes only. 
The Incorporated pre - plant 
herbicide, Treflan, does not 
have clearance for utilization 
of the forage. Forage 
from 
fields treated with Treflan can­ 
not be grazed or fed to live­ 
stock. 
In the case of herbicides for 
cotton the labels 
need to be 
read carefully. For example 
Dluron (Kormex) a pre-emer­ 
gence material in use 
for 
several years is not recom­ 
mended 
for extremely light 
sandy 
soils. DC PA (Dachtal) 
per - emergence works well on 
seedling grasses but 
not so 
good 
on broadleafed weeds. 
Cotoran pre • emergence 
is 
recommended for clay soils. 
Also fields treated with Cotoran 
should not be replanted to crops 
other than 
cotton during the 
current year. Livestock should 
not be grazed on tne Cotoran 
treated area. 
Preplant incorporated Traf. 
Ian as good as it is does not 
control prickly sida, velvetleaf 
(wild cotton), cocklebur, morn­ 
ing 
glow, jimson weed, perin- 
nial vines and established John­ 
son grass. 
Postemergence chemicals for 
cotton must be used at the prop­ 
er 
growth stage of both weeds 
and cotton and under the proper 
moisture and temperature con­ 
ditions. Where the arsenicals 
DSMA or MSMA are used the 
crop 
residues 
must 
not be 
grazed or fed to livestock. Only 
two applications of these ma­ 
terials is permitted under pres­ 
ent label clearance and applica­ 
tions are to be stopped prior 
to cotton blooming.

Consequently, it would behoove 
farm ers to begin making plans 
to get4hie job done now. 
MfStMMlMteSMMttS in Styg— 
da rd Cdwty M teenlots of lim e 
in spite af the fact that Stod­ 
dard is one of the heavy lime- 
using counties in the state. A 
county • wide lim e survey con­ 
ducted in 1962 showed that 80 
to 85 
percent of our 
crop­ 
land 
need 
lim e badly. A 
summary of all soil sa naples 
tested from the county in 1963 
and 1964 
showed that 68 per­ 
cent of the fields involved rep­ 
resenting 126,000 a c re s needed 
lime badly. 
Why do our soils in (his area 
need lime so badly? Actually 
there 
are 
at 
least 
three 
principal reasons. F irs t, 
our 
soil in this area 
are basidy 
acid 
by nature 
as 
is indi­ 
cated that even “ newground” 
soils often need considerable 
lim e. Secondly, 
the increased 
use of 
acid - farming fertili­ 
zers is pretty rapidly increas­ 
ing our need for lim e. Final­ 
ly, by 
the sam e token 
that 
we have increased the 
use of 
fertilizer, we have increased 
crop yields which, 
in 
turn, 
has increased 
lim e removal 
from the soil. 
The use of lim e is 
basic 
to 
any fertility program . Re­ 
gardless af how much fertilizer 
we apply, the extent to which 
we increase crop yields will de­ 
pend upon how well the soil is 
limed. L ets take a brief look 
at some of the ways that lime 
helps to increase crop yields. 
F irst, lime supplies calcium, 
and if it is dulomltlc (red)lim e, 
it supplies 
magnesium. Both 
calcium 
and 
magnesium is 
used 
as plant food just 
as 
nitrogen, phosphate, 
auld pot­ 
ash, 
are used as plant foods. 
Secondly, lim e Increases the 
availability of phosphate. Wuen 
the soil acidity increases to a 
certain extent; the phosphate in 
the 
soil 
or that applied 
in 
fertilizer reacts with iron and 
aluminum in the soil to 
form 
Insuluable form s uf phosphate 
which 
are 
not 
available to 
plants. When you apply tholime 
needed by the soil, you cor­ 
rect 
this situation 
and make 
the phospnate 
available again. 
Thirdly, lime assists in the 
release of nitrogen 
from or­ 
ganic 
matter 
and 
manures 
thereby making m ore nitrogen 
available from Ute soli. Lim e 
also assists in the production 
of nitrogen from the air 
by 
legume corps. 
Finally, lime counteracts or 
neutralizes the acidity result­ 
ing from the use of acid -form ­ 
ing 
fertilizers. Soils 
spe­ 
cialists at the University of Mis­ 
souri say that about five pounds 
uf agricultural lim e 
is 
re­ 
quired to neutralize the acidity 
resulting from the application 
of one pound of actual nitro­ 
gen. 


As you can 
see, it is neces­ 
sary that we satisfy the soils 
for lime if 
we expect to get 
maximum 
benefits from the 
fertilizers 
that 
we use. 
uf 
course, the busk- reason 
for 


using lime is that it is a pay­ 
ing proposition.. Experimental 
work 
conducted 
at the Uni­ 
versity 
of Missouri siiowed 
that corn yields 
were 
in­ 
creased 40 bushels per acre 
and wheat yields 
were 
in­ 
creased 20 bushels per a cre 
over a five year period where 
both 
fertilizer 
and lime was 
applied as compared to the use 
of fertilizer alone. 
A soil test is your best guide 
as to the kind and amount 
of 
lime to apply.

Electrification Act has

introduced in the congress as 
a means of using private capi­ 
tal 
to 
help meet 
future 
needs of the system s. The pro­ 
posed legislation would create 
a 
credit ladder which would 
permit the system s to progress 
from their present a1 most com­ 
plete dependence a i two per 
cent financing to eventual re*

It is well 
that we become fam iliar with 
these limitations when planning 
weed control for 1967. 
In the case of recommended 
herbicide 
for corn, we 
have 
atrazine as a post • emergent 
and Ramrod as a pre-emergent 
to consider. Label restrictions 
for atrazine state Hut a post* 
emergence application cannot 
be made later than three weeks 
following corn planting, bi con­ 
nection with this limitation, rec­ 
ommendations 
state 
that ap­ 
plication should be made before 
weeds are I Vi inches In height. 
bi the case of Ramrod, corn 
treated with this pre-em ergent 
cannot be 
used for silage nor 
can it be grazed by livestock 
following h arvest. 
Commonly used soybean her­ 
bicides have some limitations, 
too. Arniben treated beans can­ 
not 
be grazed by livestock or 
fed as forage. Ramrod has 
a 
limitation when used 
on soy­ 
beans bi that the beans cannot 
be 
marketed in 
commercial 
channels. The beans can 
be 
used for planting purposes only. 
The Incorporated pre - plant 
herbicide, 
Treflan, 
does 
not 
have clearance 
for utilization 
of the forage. Forage 
from 
fields treated with Treflan can­ 
not be grazed or fed to live­ 
stock. 
In the case of herbicides for 
cotton the labels 
need to be 
read carefully. 
For example 
Diuron (Korm ex) a pre-em er­ 
gence material in use 
for 
several 
years is not recom ­ 
mended 
for

sandy 
soils. DCPA (Dachtal) 
per • emergence works well on 
seedling g rasses but 
not so 
good 
on broadleafed 
weeds. 
Cotoran pre • emergence 
is 
recommended for clay soils. 
Also fields treated with Cotoran 
should not be replanted to crops 
other than 
cotton during 
the 
current year. Livestock should 
not be grazed on tne Cotoran 
treated a re a . 
Preplant incorporated Traf- 
lan as good as it Is does not 
control prickly slda, velvet leaf 
(wild cotton), cocklebur, morn­ 
ing 
glow, jimson weed, perbi- 
nial vines and established john­ 
son g rass. 
Postem ergence chemicals for 
cotton must be used at the prop­ 
er 
growth stage of both weeds 
and cotton and under the proper 
moisture and tem perature con­ 
ditions. Where the a rs e n ic a l 
DSMA or MS MA are used the

residues 
must 
not be 
grazed or fed to livestock.Only 
two applications of these ma­ 
terials is perm itted under pres­ 
ent label clearance and applica­ 
tions are to be stopped prior 
to cotton blooming.

PORTAGEVILLE -- 
Some 
materials 
described as "soil 
conditioners” , 
or “ soil en- 
richers” 
contain 
little 
of 
the 
16 
essential 
nutrients 
needed 
for 
plant 
growth. 
Farm people 
have 
learned 
much about fertilizers 
and 
plant 
nutrition in 
10 years. 
It is 
probable 
that the 10 
to 15 per cent of crop pro­ 
ducers have the best under­ 
standing. 
However, there are 
still 
large 
numbers 
that 
seem to have so little knowl­ 
edge of plant 
nutrient re­ 
quirements 
that 
they may 
purchase products - 
at 
an 
outrageous price - that are of 
little or no value. The failure 
to receive value from these so 
called “ soil enrichers” 
that 
are intimated 
to 
be fertili­ 
zers - has a 
harmful 
effect 
on the fertilizer industry. 
Each winter and spring 
a 
number of these materials are 
offered for sale in 
Southeast 
Missouri. 
These 
materials 
include “low 
grade 
coal” ,

monials. 
Farmers

materials 
that will have little 
or no actual value 
in 
crop 
production. 
These inorganic conditioners 
usually consist of gypsum (cal­

Springs, Ark., approved Friday 
by the Arkansas House, faces 
another defeat at the hands of 
Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller like

Several hours after the Senate 
bill to allow gambling at private 
clubs, cleared the nouse 52-43, 
Rockefeller issued a statement 
saying he would not sign the 
measure “under any circum ­ 
stances.” 
He did not say he would veto 
it. He said he thought voters 
would want to “ immediately let 
your legislators know how you 
feel about this question.” 
His statement was interpreted 
as a move to mobilize public 
opinion against the m easure and 
give the legislature an oppor­ 
tunity to recall It. 
There Is no such thing as a 
pocket 
veto in Arkansas. If 
Rockefeller does not act on the 
bill within five days it will be­ 


come law. 
“ Under 
present 
circum ­ 
stances,^” the governor said, 
“ the Senate could recall the bill. 
I hope that it will.” 
The governor noted that vot­ 
ers overwhelmingly defeated a 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment in 1964 that would have 
legalized 
gambling 
at 
Hot 
Springs. 
* The bill, approved 18-16 by the 
Senate Thursday, creates a five- 
member state crim e commis­ 
sion that could license and reg­ 
ulate gambling in up to four pri­ 
vate clubs in Garland County — 
one for each 15,000 persons in 
the county where Hot Springs is 
the seat. 


The state would receive eight 
per cent of the gross receipts. 
Rep. Ray S. Smith of Hot 
Springs likened the gambling 
clubs to a c ountry club in which 
admission would be by member­ 
ship or invitation, “ No one will 
be able to just walk in/* he said. 
Gambling has flourished off 


and on for almost IOO years in 
the resort city about 50 miles 
southwest of Little Rock and by 
early 1964 had become what the 
Justice Department described 
• as the largest illicit gambling 
. operation in the nation.

Faubus shut down the casinos 
that 
were 
operating openly. 
Gambling supporters say the 
city’s economy hasn’t been the 
same since Faubus’ crackdown, 
which reduced it to a small 
scale operation in private clubs. 
“ If you say Hot Springs has to 
live like your community, then 
you say Hot Springs has to die 
because it can’t,” Smith told the 
House.
